A. I Starts Id work as a part-time radio broadcaster with the Burmese service in Radio Free Asia 

In May^ 2002, As I was passionate a&out broadcasting, I tried to team as much as I could since day 1. 
Although I was assigned to do* news only , I initiated to write and produce my own weekly features 
on politics and science and technotogy, I talked to Burm^e servfce director , &)e Thinn about my 
Initiatives in June^ 2002. In October, 2002, I began my weekly feature on Science and Technology 
In addition to news job. Since I had passion and wanted to write and produce on my own, 
I studied and practiced wftjioul: any formal training to achteve knowledge and skills that I needed 
as a radk) broadcaster. 

A coupfe of montte feter, I was able to produce my weekly features by myself. Although my respon- 
sibiity was to write and broadcast news^ I have gone through my own on-the job training while 
working part-time to achieve oither skills related to the job ( including hardware and softwares). 
I also hoped that when Hiere was a vacancy one day in future, I made myself ready to be qualified 
by honing my skills everyday. My news translatton and broadcasting have n&/er failed. 
Because of my efforts, my weekly Science and Technology feature was recognized as one of the 
R,F.A's best non-current affairs programs in 2003 audience survey conducted in Burma. 
In early July, 2003, R.FA's Burmese service had a vacancy for the fuB^Hme broadcaster position. 
According to the announcement: , minimal qualifications were bachdor degree from an accredited college 
or university ^one year experience broadcast and/or specialized journalism and proof of eligibility to 
work. As I believed I met all tt^se requirements, I submitted my appllcatton to Human Resources In 
July, 2003 and waited for the notification from H.R to take the test required for the position. 
But, H.R did not notify me to take the test. Since I did not know why, I went to s^ Tamara 
Bagley^ H.R specialist to Inquires if there was any date s^ for the test . She mpHed that no t^t date 
had been set yet and sakJ " 111 get back to you about the test /' But, I did not hear anything back 
from her. 

A few days later ^ I asked Soe? ThInn why I was not allowed to take the rest and he replied that I 
did not need to take the test again this time and my last test score would be taken into 
conskJeratk)n. I explain^ to him that test score was valid for one year according tx) H.R 
^nd the last time I took test was In 2001 . He responded that H.R no longer used that rule which 
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B. Since I bdieved I had biaen discnm^ process by R.F.A ,1 started to contact 

Equal Empfoyment Oppodxintty Comlssion Washington Fidd Office on Apr// 1^2004.1 was given a 
date to come In for intake infcervew at E.E.O.C office in Washington DC. The date given was 

Jam 17 ^200^ and 1 filed my comprint vyitii E,E.OX on that day after intake intervew. I was told 

by tiie case intake officer that she's going !x) send me the charging document in the mall to be signed 

and returned to her office. But, it did not arrive until Augi^t, 2004 . 1 Informed my case intake officer 
on August 19 ^ 2004 that I had not received anything. She followed up my information and I re<^ived 

charging document a fiew days later and. returned. 

After filing charge with E.E.OX; , I started to notice in September, 2004 that my work hours were 

suddenly cut back . And at the end of ^ptember, 2004, I was tenninated from part-tfme broadcaster 

position by R.FA, 

Soe Thinn , Burmese service dli^ector, told me on October 2, 2004 that my contract would not be 

renaA?ed, And, he said to me ibhat this dhdsion c&me^mn senior m&n&gmnBnt. 

I stmngly believed that I was terminated from part-time broadcaster position In retaliation for filing a 

complaint with E.E.O.C . 

White working as a part-time iradto broadcaster since May, 2002,1 have trial hard and proven I coukS 

do the job weil. Despite my utmost efforts , I was terminated when I filed a complaint with E .E.O,C. 

C In February , 2005 ^ E.E.O.C informed me their decision which was my right to sue Radio Free Asia. 

At the advice of legal counsd , I filed a new charge against R.FJV for retallatk>n with E,E,O.C 

Washington Office on March ,22 ,2005 . E.EjO.C Issued me their decision in April, 2005 with regard to 

my new diarge. That was my right to sue R-F.A for retaliation . 

Based upon these fects mentioned above, a wrong has been done and my civil rights are violated by 

Radio Free Asia. 

Therefore, I humbly implore D..C Superior Court to rule in my f^vor for the tost wag^ , legal fees and 

emotional stress I have ^dursd during all these years.

Pursuant to D.C. Code § 1 1 -906 aad District of Columbia Superior Court Rule of Civil Procedure 
fSCR CivO 40-1, it is hereby ORDERED as follows: [ 

(1) Effective this date, this case is assigned to the individual calendar designated below. All future filings 
in this case shall bear the calendar number and judge's name beneath the case number in the caption. On filing any 
motion or paper related thereto, one copy (for the judge) must be delivered to the Clerk along with the original 

(2) Within 60 days of the filing of the complaint, plaintiff must file proof of serving on each defendant: 
copies of tiie Summons,, the Complaint, and this Initial Order, and any General Order issued by the judge to whom 
the case is assigned. As to any defendant for whom such proof of service has not been filed, the Complaint will be 
dismissed without prejudice for want of prosecution unless the time for serving the defendant has been extended as 
provided in SCR Civ 4(m). 

(3) Within 20 days of service as described above, except as otherwise noted in SCR Civ 12, each 
defendant liixist respond to the ComplairLt by filing an Answer or other responsive pleading. As to any defendant 
who has failed to so respond, a default and judgement will be entered unless the time to respond has been extended 
as provided iix SCR Civ 55(a). 

(4) At the time and place noted below, all counsel and unrepresented parties shall appear before the 
assigned judge at an Mtial Scheduling and Settlement Conference to discuss the possibilities of settlement and to 
establish a schedule for the completion of all proceedings, including, normally, either mediation, case evaluation, 
or arbitration. Counsel shall discuss v^tii their clients prior to the Conference whether the cHents are agreeable to 
bindrQg or non-binding arbitration. This order is the only notice that parties and counsel will receive 
concerning this Conference. 

(5) Upon advice that the date noted below is inconvenient for any party or counsel, the Civil Assignment 
Office (202) 879-1750 may contiaue the Conference once , with the consent of all parties, to either of the two 
succeeding Fridays, Requests must be made riot less than six business days before the scheduling conference date. 
No other continuance of the Conference wll be granted except upon motion for good cause shown.
